One great Caſe of this Diſeaſe being fo Mortal in 
the Country, is becauſe the Infeltion doth make many 
Phyfitians backward to viſit ſuch Patients, either for 
fear of taking the Diſeaſe themſelves or transferring the 


tniction to others. 


By this means the Tending Nurſes do - generally 
aſſume the fole Authority of Phyſttians, although 
that their Experience perhaps is no more, but what 
they did gather by their being once a ſufferer under 
the like ignorant practicing Nurtes. | 
And in caſe the Maſter of the Family do give. him- 
{lf the Trouble and Charge of taxing Advice and 
Lemedies of ſome able Phyſttian, yet this ſ1gnifies no 
thing ; for their ignorant Confidence 1s ſuch, that they 
will be * guided no farther by it than it agrees with 
their own {hallow Brains, and Cuſtomary Practice. 
And conlidering how hard it 1s to break or alter an

But to my bufinels, when you find fome of the 
ſymptames to appear, as the Head-ach, Drow- 
71neſs, {ymetimes motions to vomit, paln in the 
back, ihcſe or ſome ot thefe f12ns heing accompa- 
nied with a feaver (at a ſeafon when the ſmall 
Pox are rite) you may well Imagine that the Diſ- 
eaſe hath ſeized the Patient. 

When theſe ſigns do {fhew themſelves (do not 
run madding to Dr. Dz:ce or his Affiſtance to be 
let blond ) but go to your Chamber (I do not fay 
to your bed) and drink ſtrong Beer, and now 
and then a Glaſs of Sack; and never fear increa- 
ſing the Feaver by your fo doing, for it ſtreng- 
thens Nature to caſt out his Adverſary that way 
which Nature doth moſt incline unto, as ſome- 
times by Vomit, ſometimes by Sweat and U- 
rine. 

But I have alwayes given an Antimonial Vo- 
mit, as ſoon as I could poſhibly have a fit time to 
give it, (of which more hereafter) for it doth ex- 
pel ſuch a quantity of the Morbifick Matter, from 
all parts of the body, but eſpecially from the (f ) 
Head and ( g) Stomach, that the diſeaſe after- 
wards ſeems to be quite Maſtered ; no light- | 
headed diſcourſe, no unruly actions, no exceſſtve 
thirſt appearing (or very little ) afterward. And 
this have I done with very happy ſucceſs very 
often 3 nay I have had ſome Patients have been
